Cancel claims 1-20. 

Add claims 21 and 22 as follows: 


21. A process comprising: 

heating a fuel cell stack during cold startup conditions including: 

pumping a cooling fluid including a liquid to an elevated pressure, 
transferring thermal energy from the cooling fluid to the fuel cell stack, and 
repeating the above steps for heating a fuel cell stack during cold startup 
conditions until the temperature of the fuel cell stack has reached a temperature for operating 
the fuel cell under post-startup conditions and wherein the operation of the fuel cell stack 
produces waste heat, and 

cooling a fuel cell stack during post-startup operations and using waste heat generated 
by the fuel cell stack to produce shaft work including: 

pumping the cooling fluid to the fuel cell stack,
